No exemptions for 
McK recreation tax

McKINLEYVILLE -— Se- 
niors and disabled veter- 
ans will not be receiving an 
exemption from a McKin- 
leyville recreation tax any- 
time soon. 

The McKinleyville Com- 
munity Services District 
Board of Directors agreed 
Dec. 6 to table the idea of 
granting exemptions for 
the time being. 

In November, area 
property owners cast votes 
weighted by the propor- 
tional financial obligation 
of each ballot, with 63 
percent voting in favor or 
Measure B. A typical res- 
idential unit pays $94 a 
year, with the assessment 
providing the MCSD with 


about $716,000 annually 
to fund its Parks and Rec- 
reation Department. 

“During the process 
of the Measure B Reas- 
sessment study, the pub- 
lic questioned whether it 
would be possible to be 
exempt from the assess- 
ment,” states a _ report 
provided to the board by 
MCSD Manager Pat Kas- 
pari. “Staff performed 
some initial research on 
whether that was possible 
and discussed with Lew 
Edwards Group, Willdan, 
and the County Assessor’s 
Office.” 

In order to provide 
exemptions, the district 
would need to identity cri- 
teria for the exemptions

McKINLEYVILLE — There was no cake, no cham- 
pagne, and no lofty speeches — just a mountain of paper- 
work, a series of motions and approval of four different 
resolutions as McKinleyville came one step closer to hav- 
ing its own community forest. 

The McKinleyville Community Services District 
Board of Directors voted unanimously Dec. 6 on the four 
different resolutions that move along the process of the 
district obtaining 599 acres of forestland on the east side 
of town stretching from Murray Road and Hunts Drive. 

The MCSD should obtain title to the land early this year. 

The resolutions deal mostly with the legalities of the 
property transfer. The Dec. 6 board packet included 
more than 150 pages of resolutions, property descrip- 
tions and other legalese. 

In 2020, the California Natural Resources Agency 
awarded $3.8 million to the Trust for Public Lands to ac- 
quire the property from Green Diamond Resource Com- 
pany. The Trust for Public Lands is working with Green 
Diamond to transfer the property to the MCSD.

Volunteers needed for 
upcoming point-in-time 
homeless census

HUMBOLDT - The Humboldt Housing & Homeless- 
ness Coalition (HHHC) will conduct a Point-in-Time 
count of people experiencing homelessness during the 
morning of Tuesday, Jan. 23, and volunteers are needed 
to assist. 

The biennial count, known by many as the PIT, is a 
U.S. Department of Housing and Urban Development 
requirement. Numbers from the count are used by the 
State of California to allocate funding to counties to ad- 
dress homelessness and housing. The last PIT count con- 
ducted in Humboldt County took place in 2022. 

Humboldt County Department of Health & Human 
Services PIT Count Coordinator Robert Ward said, “The 
data collected during the count are the only estimate we 
have of how many people are unsheltered in Humboldt 
County on a given night. There is no other data source 
that can help us answer that question, and the state uses 
PIT count results to determine how much homelessness 
funding will be allocated to each region. We are counting 
on volunteers to ensure we have complete coverage of all 
the areas where people experiencing street homelessness 
may be found.” 

Volunteers will gather into teams early on the morn- 
ing of Jan. 23, and start counting at 6 a.m. In addition to 
a head count, volunteers will ask people where they slept 
the night before and gather other general demographic 
information. 

For more information and to sign up to volunteer, vis- 
it humboldt.pointintime.info. 

The HHHC is also collecting information about lo- 
cations where people are known to be residing. If you 
are able to contribute information on known locations, 
please register as a volunteer so that you can input that 
information, even if you do not plan to assist us on the 
morning of the count. Questions can be directed to: 
HHHC@co.humboldt.ca.us. 

The HHHC is a coalition of housing advocates, busi- 
nesses, funders, elected officials, services and housing 
providers, faith-based organizations and other com- 
munity stakeholders working together to identify and 
address local housing needs. In Humboldt County, the 
HHHC is the lead group for homelessness issues and the 
federally designated Continuum of Care.

tional reasons, including 
the push to reduce carbon 
emissions. 

“They want to retire 
some gas pipelines, as 
electrification is found to 
be a cheaper and proba- 
bly more environmental- 
ly sound infrastructure,” 
she said. “They are also 
putting a lot of money 
into upgrading the grid 
capacity for enhanced 
building _ electrification, 
inter-connections for new 
construction and_ elec- 
tric vehicle charging sta- 
tions.” 

Also figuring into the 
rate calculation is “the 
unusually high market 
price and volatility of last 
winter which caused the 
electricity cost to be high- 
er than they expected,” 
Regli continued. 

The scenario was com- 
pounded by lower cus- 
tomer demand for power 
last winter, she said. 

The California Pub- 
lic Utilities Commission 
(CPUC) administrates 
rate hikes and holds “af- 
fordability hearings” on 
them. 

According to the CPUC, 
the rate hike will mean 
customers can expect to 
pay 11.3 to 24 percent of 
their “disposable income” 
on utilities. 

Regli reported that 
during the hearings, peo- 
ple said PG&E has a “poor 
maintenance history” and 
hasn’t invested enough of 
its profit into its power

system. 

“Lack of transparency” 
is also a concern and Reg- 
li said the CPUC is asking 
the company to “detail 
and track things out even 
more.” 

Board members have 
qualms about the rate in- 
crease. 

Regli was asked about 
last winter’s lower de- 
mand leading to higher 
rates, which could have 
implications in the con- 
text of energy conserva- 
tion. 

“The way I see it is that 
electrification is com- 
ing — so even though we 
may conserve energy and 
that is our goal, I think 
the load’s gonna increase 
with electrification,” she 
responded. “And when 
we speak to these things, 
PG&E is speaking state- 
wide and not necessarily 
here in Humboldt Coun- 
ty.” 

Regli added that last 
winter’s lower energy use 
was probably related to 
temperature, not conser- 
vation. 

Board members also 
flagged PG&E payouts to 
shareholders and the con- 
sequences of “negligence” 
as rate hike factors. 

Regli said there’s “good 
news” for business cus- 
tomers, as some of them 
will qualify for savings 
of up to $5,000 a year. 
PG&E is sending them in- 
teractive phone messages 
on it.

and develop a process. 

One option is to exempt 
those who are 65 or old- 
er and who own or reside 
at the property “for which 
the exemption is claimed.” 
According to Kaspari, U.S. 
Census data shows that 
there are about 2,532 peo- 
ple in the 95519 ZIP code 
who are 65 or older. 

“Assuming two people 
per household this roughly 
translates to 1,266 houses, 
and if all qualified and ap- 
plied, results in a reduction 
of $119,004 in Measure B 
payments or approximately 
17% of the total assessment 
of $716,125,” Kaspari wrote. 

Another option is to ex- 
empt people, regardless of 
age, who receive Supple- 
mental Security Income 
(SSI) from the Social Secu- 
rity Administration. 

“2000 census data for 
ZIP code 95519 indicates 
that there are 1,287 people 
from age 60-64 and 2,532 
people over age 65 for a to- 
tal of 3,819,” Kaspari wrote. 
“Assuming two people per 


household this roughly 
translates to 1,910 houses, 
and if all qualified and ap- 
plied, results in a reduction 
of $179,540 in Measure B 
payments or slightly over 
25% of the total assessment 
of $716,125. Obviously, this 
population overlaps with 
those in the prior criteria.” 

Another option is to ex- 
empt disabled veterans. 
The U.S. Census does not 
include a count of disabled 
veterans in the 95519 ZIP 
code area, which includes 
more than just McKin- 
leyville. 

Kaspari noted that the 
exemptions would reduce 
revenues to Parks & Recre- 
ation, which last year spent 
$250,000 more than it 
brought in. 

Board President Greg 
Orsini said that this was an 
issue that the board doesn’t 
need to decide at this time. 
He suggested that the 
board put the item aside. If 
staff thinks the exemptions 
are needed, the issue can be 
brought back to the board 
at a later date.

Under the agreement, 
the property is being 
transfered to the MCSD 
“for the purposes of forev- 
er conserving the timber 
harvesting productive ca- 
pacity, aquatic and terres- 
trial habitat value, scenic 
qualities, and maintaining 
the open space and other 
conservation characteris- 
tics of the Property.” 

The MCSD is not al- 
lowed to sell or transfer 
the property and must use 
it as acommunity forest in 
perpetuity. The district is 


estimating annual mainte- 
nance cost for the property 
at about $100,000. 

Asked by the board 
where that estimate came 
from, MCSD Manager 
Pat Kaspari said staff re- 
searched what the City of 
Arcata spends on its com- 
munity forest and rounded 
the number up. 

“It is very much a ball 
park estimate,” Kaspari said. 

This month, the district 
intends to form a Com- 
munity Forest Committee 
which will help create a 
Forest Management Plan.

The best restaurant in town serves from 50-pound bags 


ere we are in the midst of a Hum- 
H boldt winter. Some of us even live at 

high altitudes where snow is often 
a possibility. And, if you are reading this, 
you may be one of many wanting to help 
our local birds. We love seeing their beau- 
tiful plumage, hear their calls and 
songs and marvel at their antics. 

However, finding the best bird 
seed is becoming quite a chal- 
lenge. And, unfortunately quite an 
expense. 

I know yachting is an expensive 
hobby, but bird feeding? 

As the rain sets in, wild seeds, 
bugs and other food sources be- 
come more scarce. As bird lovers, 
we want to insure our wild critters 
survive the winter. 

In an earlier column, I wrote 
about the best seeds to feed the 
most species of birds. Also, the best seed is 
eaten and not strewn around to grow into 
“weeds” or feed animals we may not real- 
ly want, like rats and skunks. Personally, 
I have no problems with skunks who eat 
grubs that attack my vegetable garden in 
the spring. However, they make poor play- 
mates for my dog! 

My seed recommendation is hulled sun- 
flower and white proso millet. Millet is 
easily available in feed stores and even the 
hulled variety is in the Winco bins. I have 
been trying to convince purveyors of seed to 
stock shelled sunflower. 

If I do not special order it, I am lucky 
to find a 10-pound bag or two somewhere. 
One 10-pounder fills my two main feeders 
once. My Humboldt yards gets hundreds of 
birds! I may be small, but I boast the best 
restaurant in town. 

I am beginning to lose my best custom- 


ers as my supplies dwindle faster than I can 
re-stock. 

In truth, I need to travel to Arcata (yeah, 
I know, it’s not that far) to get sunflower in 
bigger bags. On my last trip, wanting two 
40- or 50-pound bags, I got the last 10 
pound bag. I did put in an expen- 
sive (gulp) order. For a 50-pound 
bag, the cost is over $100. It’s still 
cheaper than a yacht! 

Though the staff was pleasant 
and trying to be helpful, I real- 
ized they knew nothing about wild 
birds. They even showed me their 
“best seller” and I thought, “Oh, 
no!” It was full of “filler,” the stuff 
that most birds do not eat. 

The bag I got looked pretty. It 
had colorful birds on the front of 
the re-sealable recyclable sturdy 
plastic bag. The birds shown were 
a great tit (European species) and a mag- 
pie. I filled my two large feeders and hope 
my previous supply will last until my order 
arrives. 

So, I am on a quest. If I can order my 
big bag of hulled sunflower and find some 
good seed as a supplement, my wallet will 
be happier. 

Let me say this right here that I can, in- 
deed, find whole black-oil sunflower seeds. 
They are not accepted as readily as the 
hulled pieces. Therefore, many more are 
dropped on the ground. Yes, other birds 
will feed off the ground. This excites the 
local “bird catcher” black and white tuxedo 
cat who often comes for a snack. 

But, I also need to attend to the hulls. 
No parts of a sunflower should be put into 
a compost. I guess it is like the “nightshade” 
family of plants that can ruin your compost. 
At this stage of my life I do not want any 


more chores. Lazy...maybe? 

Actually, many non-seed eating birds 
partake of the hulled variety. Warblers, ru- 
by-crowned kinglets and a wintering oriole 
have been seen gobbling the oil rich seeds. I 
am such a bird nut, that these sightings are 
worth the money. 

I can still see (in my mind) the black and 
white warbler visiting my feeder for a little 
snack. The birding community came to try 
and catch a glimpse of this bird. I consider 
hulled sunflower as a “miracle seed.” 

So, during the year as I write my column, 
I will add a section for a “Seed Review.” I 
will carefully consider seed blends to test 
and report to you. I will include the name, 
kind of mix, price and where to purchase 
the seed. I will include any other pertinent 
information as well. I do live in Eureka so I 
will do most of my research in town. 

However, I encourage anyone to review 
and report on your findings. Be sure to in- 
clude which birds are attracted. If you get 
only sparrows and pigeons, let me know. 

Word of caution! Marketing can be 
tricky. The name “Audubon” is a name, not 
an endorsement from the Audubon Society. 
Just because a bag pictures a big bunch of 
birds, it does not mean that those are the 
birds the seed will attract. 

Remember, a robin or cedar waxwing 
does not eat seed. Another trick is “50 
percent sunflower” does not mean that a 
10-pound bag contains 5 pounds of sun- 
flower! It is volume percentage. 

As I sit here and scribble notes, I have 
too many pine siskins to fit on the feeder 
tray. As soon as I can, I will begin my re- 
search. I decided to use extra feeders and 
isolate each seed mix to garner accurate fig- 
ures for you.
